Hungary at an end: 


“IT return, Herewith, without my 
signature, House Joint Resolution 
$27, intended to repeal the joint 
resolution of April 6, 1917, de- 
Claring a state of war to exist be- 
tween the United States and Ger- 
many, and the joint resolution of 
Dec. 7, 1917, declaring a state of 
war to exist between the United 
States and the Austro-Hungarian 
Government, and to declare a state 
of peace.. I have not felt at lib- 
erty to sign this joint resolution 
because I cannot bring myself to 
become party to an action which 
would place an ineffaceable stain 
upon the gallantry and honor of 
the United States. The resolu- 
tion seeks to establish peace with 
the German Empire without exact- 
ing from the German Government 
any action by way of setting right 
the infinite wrongs which it did 
to the peoples whom it attacked 
and whom we profess-d it our pur- 
pose to assist when we entered the 
war. Have we. sacrificed the 
lives of more than 100,000 Ameri- 
cans and ruined the lives 
thousands of others and brought 
upon thousands of American 
families an unhappiness that 
can never end for purposes which 
we do not now care to state or 
take further steps to attain? The 
attainment of these purposes is 
provided for in the treaty of Ver- 
Sailles by terms deemed adequate 
by the leading statesmen and ex- 
perts of all the great peoples who 
were associated in the war against 
Germany. Do we now not care to 
join in the effort to secure them? 

Our Entry Into War. 

“We entered the war most re- 
luctantly.2%, Our people were pro- 
foundly disinclined to take part in 
a European war, and at last did 
S50, Only because they became con- 
vinced that it could not in truth 
be regarded as only a European 
war, but must be regarded as a 
war in which civilization itself was 
involved and human rights of every 
kind, as against a belligerent 
Government. Moreover, when we 
entered the war we set forth. very 
definitely the purposes for which 
we entered, partly because we did 
not wish to be considered’. as 
merely taking part in a European 
contest.

for so many generations to endure, 
or the establishment of an inde- 
pendent Polish state, or the con- 
tinued maintenance of any kind

Powers of the world which would 
be calculated to prevent in the fu- 
ture such outrages as Germany at- 
tempted, and in part consum- 
mated. We have now in effect- 
declared that we do not care to 
take any further risks or to as- 
sume any further responsibilities 
with regard to the freedom of na- 
tions or the sacredness of interna- 
tional obligations or the safety of 
independent peoples.

‘WILL APPEAR IN 14 


Stzte Entomologist Says This 
Variety Does Not Damage 
Crops, but Injures Fruit 
Trees Slightly.

COLUMBIA, Mo.,. May 27. 


The 13-year locust, or “periodical 
cicada,”’ which has made its appear- 
ance in the southern counties of Mis- 
souri, will more abundant this 
year than at any period in the cycle 
of existence of these pests, and their 
visitation will extend almost to the 
Iowa line and south to the Gulf of 
Mexico. They will visit about 14 
Southern states. according to Dr. L. 
Haseman, State Entomologist. 
“Thes® insects,”’ Dr. Haseman, 


“are absolu‘sly harmless to all crops 
and vegetation, but they do attack 
young orchards, and the orchardist 
who has young trees near a wood- 
land will do well to look out “or 
them about the middle of June. 

“It is well for the farmer to make 
a distinction between this 13 or 17- 
year locust and the grasshopper lo- 
cust. The periodical cicada is 
equipped with a bill, the crop- 
destroying locust, which visited this 
country two years ago has jaws and 
chews. The cicada does its harm to 
trees by placing its bill between the 
small branches, splitting these and 
laying its eggs between the broken 
branches. This does not kill the tree 
but frequently destroys the shape 
of it. 

“The cicada never visits field 
crops,’ said Dr. Haseman. “The 
progenitors of this brood came ‘out 
in 1907. The ‘female lays her 
epgs and lies almost immediate- 
lv. These pests live under the ground 
13 years. They are the same as the 
17-year locusts, but the locust of the 
Southern states are three years 
earlier than those of the North. 

“This vear will see the heaviest 
brood that will -develop from this 
cycle. They will not come again in 
heavy broods until 1933,” Dr. Hase- 
man continued. Small broods will 
come during the 13-year cycle, but 
hese that come in the years between 
leome lightly.

The pessimistic rumors during the wvizcer and early 
spring of a diminished wheat crop, the result of a re- | 
duced acreage and the serious labor shortage, become 
fainter as we approach the harvest season. Okla- 
thoma, ready to go as soon as the weather permits, 
speaks encouragingly. Her crop will not equal last 
year’s bumper figure, but the head of the State Board 
of Agriculture predicts a better than average pro- 
duction. 

There is still better news from Kansas. A per-acre 
yield of 14.5 bushels is in prospect, if conditions con- 
tinue as at present, which will mean a total of 110,- 
000,000 bushels, the third largest crop in the State's 
history.

GREAT BRITAIN’S OIL POLICY. 

That Great Britain is planning to secure 4 mo- 
nopoly of fuel oil for the purpose of exacting tribute 
from the rest of the world was vehemently denied by 
Sir Auckland Geddes, the British Ambassador, in his 
address at the Pilgrims’ dinner. He cited statistics 
to prove the impossibility of the scheme were such a 
design entertained. 

Something like 70 per cent of the world’s fuel oi] is 
now produced on American soil, he said. Mexico 
furnishes about 16 per cent, but American capital 
controls three-fourths of Mexico’s oil properties. [In 
the face of such figures the alleged British dream 
of an oil monopoly is an absurdity, the Ambassador 
implied. His conclusion appears logical. 

But figures as to the locale of oil production do not 
tell the whole story. The fact that the United States 
produces 70 per cent of the present oil output does 
not mean that it is an American industry in the sense 
of American ownership. There is a good deal of 
British capital invested in American oil properties, 
also considerable Dutch capital. The United States 
has taken no step to protect the American oil indus- 
try for American enterprise. The foreigner is as 
welcome to come here and sink an oil well as is the 
native son. And foreigners have availed themselves 
of the opportunity. 

Great Britain’s attitude is different. She has 
adopted the policy of British oil for Britons. A rather 
elaborate system has been worked out for excluding 
the foreigners from getting into the oil business on 
British territory. 

Such a policy, however, does not convict Great Brit- 
ain of the rapacious purpose ascribed to her of plot- 
ting to corner the world’s oil supply. What it does 
plainly show is that Great Britain is looking prudent- 
ly ahead. British statesmanship has evidently been 
impressed by the reports of the United States Geo- 
logical Survey as to the amount of oil still under- 
ground in this country and its exhaustion in, say, 20 
years. Great Britain realizes the value of oil as an 
industrial commodity and she is undertaking to con- 
serve her own supplies, for her own use first. In her
